Personal letters which Mrs. Carman 
late in the afternoon addressed to the 
district attorney and the grand jury, 
pleading with them to allow her to 
make her statement, failed to receive 
an answer. 


Conviction Not Expected. 


The charge returned in the indict- 


ment as reported to him seemed to re- 
lieve Doctor Carman as well as his 
lawyer. He reiterated his confidence 
in his wife's innocence. 


The doctor said he had been ap- 


proached by certain friends whom be 
believed to have been inspired by the 
district attorney, and who suggested 
to him that if .Mrs. .Carman would 
plead guilty to the charge in the in- 
dictment as returned, she would be re- 
leased under a suspended sentence. To 
this, in his confidence in his wife's in- 
nocence, he would not consent. 


The general opinion of persons most 


familiar with the case was that Mrs. 
Carman, if she told all she knew 
about the murder, and all that had in- 
fluenced her before it was committed, 
could not find a jury in any court 
hereabouts that would convict her, 
when the case came to a trial. 


A full statement of her side from 


Mrs. Carman is promised by her hus- 
band and her attorney for today.

sufficiently satisfactory to warrant its 
application to a total of 300 locomo- 
tives, of which 215 have been at work 
66 in passenger, 130 in freight and 19 
in switching service. This device is 
said to be the most promising yet in- 
stalled for the reduction of smoke 
from a locomotive using bituminous 
coal; in fact, under favorable condi- 
tions, the smoke practically is elimi- 
nated.

Found Much More Beneficial to Help 


Mother and Children to Remain To- 
gether Than to 
Place Latter in 


Charitable Institutions—Opinion of 
an Expert. 
Following is an article on ways of 


pensioning mothers from the pen of 
William H. Matthews, director de- 
partment of family welfare, NewYork 
Association for improving the condi- 
tion of the poor, taken fiom the Ser- 
vice Press bureau. Just at this time, 
when the trustees of the mothers pen- 
sion fund in Clearfield are preparing 
to consider cases this 
article will 


prove interesting: 


Country-wide agitation and the pas- 


sage of laws by many states have 
shown the prevalent public interest in 
mothers' pensions. No one questions 
the 
great desirability of 
prp.yj.cU, 


ing funds adequate to keep 
mothers and children together who 
would otherwise be separated solely 
by poverty. 


Instead of placing cKldion in insti- 


tutions and finding a job for the moth- 
er, every one now agiees that it is 
much wiser to pay the cost of family 
support, so that a good mother may 
bring up her children. 


The question which the public has 


to decide is whether such mothers 
shall be pensioned through private re- 
lief organizations, or by the »tate or 
city or county. In any event, the pro- 
cess should be one of finding out care- 
fullj. how much is needed for proper 
shelter, food and clothing, and then of j 
seeing to it that this amount is pro- I 
vided. 


Any haphazzard raising of money j 


and trying to make the amount secur- 
ed go round means usually heart- 
breaking family 
struggles 
to get 


along on less than a decent standard 
of living. If pensions are to be giv- 
en to dependent mothers with children 
they should not be scrimped and un- 
certain, but adequate and legular. 


Needs of Widowed Mothers. 


Whatever may be the opinion as to 


the merits of aid ministered through 
volunteer agencies as compared with 
that distributed through public chan- 
neljS, it can be safely said that public 
"pensions" are not required to prove 
the value of an assured and regular 
income to meet the necessities of life 
in a family from which the father 
has been removed by death, or where 
illness or insanity has rendered him 
incapable of longer being the bread- 
winner. 


In records ten" years old one may 


read of instances where regular week- 
ly allowances were being made to 
mothers, to the end that they and 
their children might remain together, 
and that they might not feel the ne- 
cessity of working beyond their 
strength for the maintenance of their 
homes. 


Yet it was not until 1912 that the 


association entered upon this pension 
policy on any large scale, or attempt- 
ed to take the full place of the death- 
removed father. 


From Many Sources. 


What are the results that are show- 


ing in these families where there has 
been the working program? In the 
answer are expressed the 
careful 


opinions, impressions and conclusions 
of those who have befn dealing at 
first hand with them—visitors, who, 
going in and out of their homes daily 
have come to know intimately every 
member of the family; who, by an es-

that when the revolution had been 
broken up, seeing that its chief lead- 
eis were and continued to be divided, 
the power in question sought a pre- 
text to intervene directly in the con- 
flict, and the result of this was the 
outrage committed at Vera Cruz by 
the American fleet. 


"Success was had, as you know, 


in adjusting honorably through our 
delegates at Niagara Falls, the petty 
Tampico incident, but the levolulion 
continued with the support of whom 
we all know.

What effect the resignation of Huerta 
will have on the foreigners here is 
merely conjectory. Some believe that 
excesses that will shock the civilised 
world will be committed. All foreign- 
ers were warned to keep off th* 
streets and do their utmost to prevent 
excesses. 


Will Prevent Murder. 


Many messages have

the fleets at Vera Cruz. It la probable 
that an international force of marines 
will be sent here to prevent the mur- 
der of foreigners. Though Huerta re- 
signed late Wednesday afternoon and 
departed from the capital before the 
congress had accepted it the news did 
not reach the city until yesterday 
morning. The news published in the 
morning papers was the first to many, 
that the dictator had run his course. 
Government affairs are going on a* 
usual, conducted by the various secre- 
taries, the cabinet ministers having 
tendered their resignations.

66 in passenger, 130 in freight and 19 
in switching service. This device is 
said to be the most promising yet in- 
stalled for the reduction of smoke 
from a locomotive using bituminous 
coal; in fact, under favorable condi- 
tions, the smoke practically is elimi- 
nated.

Found Much More Beneficial to Help 


Mother and Children to Remain To- 
gether Than to 
Place Latter in 


Charitable Institutions—Opinion of 
an Expert. 
Following is an article on ways of 


pensioning mothers from the pen of 
William H. Matthews, director de- 
partment of family welfare, NewYork 
Association for improving the condi- 
tion of the poor, taken fiom the Ser- 
vice Press bureau. Just at this time, 
when the trustees of the mothers pen- 
sion fund in Clearfield are preparing 
to consider cases this 
article will 


prove interesting: 


Country-wide agitation and the pas- 


sage of laws by many states have 
shown the prevalent public interest in 
mothers' pensions. No one questions 
the 
great desirability of 
prp.yj.cU, 


ing funds adequate to keep 
mothers and children together who 
would otherwise be separated solely 
by poverty. 


Instead of placing cKldion in insti- 


tutions and finding a job for the moth- 
er, every one now agiees that it is 
much wiser to pay the cost of family 
support, so that a good mother may 
bring up her children. 


The question which the public has 


to decide is whether such mothers 
shall be pensioned through private re- 
lief organizations, or by the »tate or 
city or county. In any event, the pro- 
cess should be one of finding out care- 
fullj. how much is needed for proper 
shelter, food and clothing, and then of j 
seeing to it that this amount is pro- I 
vided. 


Any haphazzard raising of money j 


and trying to make the amount secur- 
ed go round means usually heart- 
breaking family 
struggles 
to get 


along on less than a decent standard 
of living. If pensions are to be giv- 
en to dependent mothers with children 
they should not be scrimped and un- 
certain, but adequate and legular. 


Needs of Widowed Mothers. 


Whatever may be the opinion as to 


the merits of aid ministered through 
volunteer agencies as compared with 
that distributed through public chan- 
neljS, it can be safely said that public 
"pensions" are not required to prove 
the value of an assured and regular 
income to meet the necessities of life 
in a family from which the father 
has been removed by death, or where 
illness or insanity has rendered him 
incapable of longer being the bread- 
winner. 


In records ten" years old one may 


read of instances where regular week- 
ly allowances were being made to 
mothers, to the end that they and 
their children might remain together, 
and that they might not feel the ne- 
cessity of working beyond their 
strength for the maintenance of their 
homes. 


Yet it was not until 1912 that the 


association entered upon this pension 
policy on any large scale, or attempt- 
ed to take the full place of the death- 
removed father. 


From Many Sources. 


What are the results that are show- 


ing in these families where there has 
been the working program? In the 
answer are expressed the 
careful 


opinions, impressions and conclusions 
of those who have befn dealing at 
first hand with them—visitors, who, 
going in and out of their homes daily 
have come to know intimately every 
member of the family; who, by an es-
